London, Nov. 29.— The correspondent of 
the Dally News at Constantinople tele 
graphs that tho embassies there have learned 
that in tho massaoro at Marash on Novem- 
ber 18, | 1,000 poople were killed. The 
Christian quarters of the town wore burned 
from three points. A letter roooived horo, 
dosorihing the previous massacre, save that 
heforo lb oommenced the town orier ordered 
the Christian shops to be opened, nnder a 
ponalty for refusal. They were then 
pillaged and tho murder began. Tho writer 
of this letter, who had' been a great phllo- 
Turk, adds that there was no sign of a 
rising on the part of the Christians. Tho 
correspondent also says that the embassies 
hear from their consuls that all possibility 
of rendering assistance to the Sassoun 
peoplo who were the viotims of tho outrage 
at thatpoinb has been ended, and that: tho 
Kurds are wiping them out of existence and 
have destroyed all the buildings whioh have 
been ereotod by tho expenditure of tho Eag 
lleh relief fund. A similar Btory comes from 
tho Van country, where the disturbances 
continue sb bad as ever. 

A Vienno dispatch to the Daily Telegraph 
says tho naval demonstration by the powers 
against Turkey is now regarded as futile as a 
restraining itfluenoe. The latest news re- 
calved from the interior of Turkey has a de- 
pressing liflaenoe on the diplomatic oirole. 
Roports have boen reoeived that tho renewed 
attempts to massacre the surviving Armen- 
ians at Erzeroum have resulted in eight bo 
ing klllod. Some of the priests, in sheer 
despair, are advising their flocks to save 
their lives by embracing Islam. The last 
outbreak at Erzsroum, according to the offi 
cial acoount of the affair, was of a triSing 
nature, only eight persona being killed, and 
that waa attributed by the governor to an en- 
counter bstween the agents of the tobacoo 
internal revenuo department and some smug- 
glers. The Armenian version of the aflulr 
puts an entirely different complexion upon 
the disturbance, saying the number of killed 
was much groater than tho size of the riot- 
ing would indicate, which was occasioned 
by Kurds. 

A despatch to the Daily News from Boy- 
rout, dated November 17, confirms the re- 
ports of tho grave state of affairs existing in 
Syria and Palestine, and the repeated dan- 
ger in which tho American missions havo 
been placed by the riotouB demonstrations of 
Mussulmans. The dispatch adds that tho 
whole of Syria and Palestine are flooded 
vrith Turkish soldiers, and states that in tho 
country between Jaffi and Jerusalem there 
are 60,000 troops, all raised within twenty 
days. The Daily NewB correspondent adds: 
" Troops arriving here bear the significant 
green fUg of tho prophet, instead of the 
Turkish flag. Jerusalem is crowded with 
eoldiere, and troops are being stationed in 
tho tower of David, Pilot's palace and in the 
wilderness outeide the Damascus gate. The 
ostensible purposo of the troops Ib to subdne 
the DruaoB." 

Constantinople, Nov. 29 —The hurrying 
of troops to Syria and Palestine continues. 
There is no doubt that the rebellious Druses 
will havo to Bubmit to a heavy reckoning 
with the Turks for their uprising. The 
flames of religious war, always smouldering 
among tho Mussulmans, aro being 'danger- 
ously fannod and may ab auy time burst 
forth into a ooLtligration, which will compel 
all Europo to take a hand in saving the 
lives and property of mnny thousands of 
almost helpless Christiana with whom Ah 
dul Hamid has beon toying bo long. Every 
report whioh roachoB Constantinople not 
only confirms the stories of reported out 
roges, but adds to the Hat of horrors record 
od and Bwells the death roll by hundreds 
daily. 

Washington, Nov. 29 — The Turkish 
legation roooived from the sublime Porto 
the following telegram under to-day's dato: 
" As, according to the plan of roforniB, judi- 
ci>il inspectors had lo be appointed for tho 
aix provincoB of Anatolia, Zugdi, Taib and 
Rachid Effendi, presidents of tho criminal 
seotionB of the oourta of appeal of Monastir, 
Adrianople and Sivas ; Darrial Effendi, im- 
perial attorney to tho court of apneala of 
Aldln ; Korghuki ond Selimhindi Effandi, 
subotltutoa of the chief general att orney, 
were ohoaen to fill these. poaitionB. Hie Im- 
perial Majosty tho Sultan, whoso earnoet de- 
sire is to secure the well-being of all his sub- 
jects, has boon pleased to entrust Hakki 
Bey, legal oouocillor of the sublime Porto ; 
Hal id Bay, proaldcntof tho court of appeals, 
criminal section, and Enviri Effendi, finan- 
cial inspector, with the mission of going to 
tho provinces of European Turkey in ordor 
that thoy should Inspect, tho administrative, 
judicial and financial affairs of the samo." 



BRITAIN AND THE COLONIES- 

Sir C. H. Tapper on the Increasing Interest 
Taken In Her Dependencies by 
the Empire. 

To&onto, Nov. 29 —(Special)— Speaking 
at tho Trinity medical banque'b here Sir C. 
Hibbort Tupper congratulated tho nudienoo 
on the vaBtly incroaaod interest taken in tho 
oolonioa by tho Imperial government. In- 
stead of the Colonial Secretary now asking 
*' whoro aro those d— d colonies ?" — to quote 
an historical expression — ho looked tho col- 
onies over to find tho best field for investing 
sumB of capital. Alluding to tho struggle 
over tho oopyright matter, Sir Hibbert said 
that just as tho provinces almost invariably 
oamo ont hoad in contests with tbo Dominion, 
so the Dominion had come oni ahead in con- 
tents with the Imperial government. No 
Imperial parliament would now dare to dis- 
allow a Canadian act."

AMERICAN MISSIONARIES. 

No Protection Offered Them Until After the 
.Burning of the Buildings 
at Kharput. 

Constantinople, Nov. 29.— Details havo 
boen reoolved of the burning of the Ameri- 
can mission buildings ab Kharput. They 
show that tho Turkish government officials, 
In spito of tho abnndance of promises of pro- 
tection for the American missionaries and 
their property mode by the Porte to United 
Statoo Minister Terrell and to the Americans 
themsolveB by tho authorities of Kharpuc, 
utterly failed to guard the Americans. 
Thero wbb no protection offered or given 
them until after the massacre had actu- 
ally ocourred and after the American 
mission buildings had been burned. It is 
estimated that tho value of the Amorioan 
property deetroyed is about $100,000. All 
tho hurnod buildings were looted by the 
mob boforo being sot on fire, and all the per- 
sonal effeotB of tho American missionaries 
and tho libraries and scientific instruments 
were stolon. So far only a email portion of 
the proporty has been recovered. The lady 
missionaries wore naturally in great terror 
while tho rioting waB going ou, and Mrs. 
GatoB, tho wife of ono of the misaionarioB, 
waB so prostrated with alarm bhab she gave 
premature birth to a child whioh did not 
live. Tho authorities of Kharput, howover, 
protected the mlBBionarleB after the latter 
bad flsd from their residences and to the 
official quarters. Erom that time on the 
Americans were kept under guard, 
ami thoeo who so deeirod wore furniBhed 
with oaoorls to tho Blaok sea coast. All 
reports agreed in establishing the faot 
bhab the rioting was of the most horriblo 
description ; that sovoral hundred Armeni- 
ans, mon, women and ohildren, were but- 
ahered; that the masBaoro seemed to be pre- 
meditated, and that the Turkish troops, if 
they did nob tako part in the slaughter, as 
bhe Armenians claim, certainly made no 
effort to pub a atop to ib. Mr. Terrell, when 
informed of tho destruction of the mission 
buildings ab Kharput, made a strong formal 
protoat to the Porte, and as soon as the 
work of collecting all the data necoasary ia 
completod, he will make a domand for the 
immediate payment of an Indemnity. Mr. 
Terrell haB demanded of the Porte that 
there be no interference with hia letters to 
and from the Amerioan missionaries in 
Aaiatio Turkey, and he has insisted Upon 
the prompt transmission and delivery of his 
telegrams.

German Deputies Served With Snm 
nioiiaes - Socialist Clubs in Berlia 
Summarily Closed. 



Outrages by Cuban Insurgents— Seri- 
ous Complications in the Condi- 
tion of the Czarewitch, 

London, Nov. 29. — The Vorwaerta of 
Borlin Baya that as an outcome of reconb 
domiciliary searches, Deputies Liobneoh't, 
Aurer and Braun have been servbd with 
summonses. Yesterday tho police soarohod 
Herr Singer'a residence. 

The aondition of tho Czarewitch has be- 
come more serious in coneequenoe of the 
complication that haB arisen with phthisis, 
from whioh he Is suffering, which has now 
attacked hie throat. Professor Immanotv- 
aky, a throat epoaialiat from tho aoademy of 
medicine, and Dr. Cherahevreky and other 
well known specialists have been sum- 
moned. Arrangements have been made so 
that after celebrating the baptism of the 
Grand Daohoaa Olga on her own birthday, 
the Empreas Maria Peodorovna will Btarb 
for Abastouman, whoro the Czare- 
witch now is, to try and prevail upon him 
to go to bho Riviera This he has persist- 
ently refused to do, being alive to the grav- 
ity of his malady, whioh heightens hia de- 
termination nob to leave hia native land. 

It is reported in Madrid that 6,000 
Spaniards residing in Genoa have volun- 
teered their services to the government for 
aobivo duty with tbo troops in the island of 
Cuba. 

A deBpatoh received from Puerto Prinoips 
announces that tho Cuban insurgents have 
blown up with dynamite the engine of a 
brain in tho vicinity of Nuevitas in that pro- 
vince. The engine was destroyed and the 
engineer and two firomon terribly mutilated. 
Seven passengers wore injured, among thom 
being the widow of ex-General Yganaolo 
Agramente. Tho insurgents havo bIbo blown 
up a oul^art between Caibarien and Re- 
modios in tho province of Santa Clara, de- 
stroying ben cars loaded with cattle and 
killing seventy bead of cattle. The en- 
gineer of tho train waB seriously wounded. 
Railroad commuuioation betweon the in- 
terior and Remedios is temporarily inter- 
rupted. 

Tho Borlin police havo summarily closed 
all tho socialist clubs in that city, inoluding 
bIx Reichstag electoral clubs, the club of the 
Bocialiat prnsB committco, that of the looal 
oommibteo of tho aoolaliBt party, the club of 
socialist party delegates, and that of thn 
central oommltteo of the Gorman socialistic 
party.

THEODORE D0RRANT. 

Hopeful and Contented— Decision on His Ob- 
jections Not Expected for a 
Few Bays, 

San Francisco, Nov. 29 — Theodore Dur- 
rant, who was up yesterday on the continu- 
ation of tho argument on tho motion for a 
now trial, looked well nourished and con- 
tented, spending tho time before the opening 
of the court in reading papers and chatting 
with friends ond counsel. When the caso 
was oallod General Dickinson, for the de- 
fondant, began to road from a bundle of 251 
typewritten pages of affidavits on whioh he 
based tho motion for a new trlul. The affi. 
davits include every article published by 
every looal paper concerning tho crime and 
Durrant's trial. In the affidavit DarraEt 
laid particular stress on tho statement that 
some witnesses for the defenoe refused to 
testify on his behalf beoauao of comments In 
advance by tho newspapers. 

Referonco was also made to the aotion by 
bhe court in granting the peremptory chal- 
lenge of tho prosecution to Juror Walter S. 
Brown, who had been accepted and waa 
sworn to try tho case, Tho aotion of the 
court in aooepting Juror C. P. Nathan was 
oIbo dealt with, and tho reoord of tho court 
quoted to show that Nathan was accepted 
in the f»co of challenge of tho defendant. 
Not a point was overlooked. The affidavit 
even recounted tbo attempted atbaok upon 
Eurrant by an unknown person in tho cor- 
ridor of tho olty hall during the progroBB of 
tho trial. Reference waa also made to the 
crowd that gathered dally at tho county j»il 
to see the prisoner taken to and from j»il to 
conrt. Dickinson will consume at least an 
entire day in reading tho affidavits. He 
will then argue hia motion for a new trial. 
Diatriot Attorney BarneB will also present 
counter affidavits and argue the motion. 
The decision of the court on tho motion will 
not likely be made for eovoral dsyg.

CAUSES OF LAWLESSNESS. 

Rev. Dr. i'arkhurst on the Incendiary Sheets 
Which Influence the Masses Against 
the Kxecutlon of Law. 

New York, i\ov. 29. — On thanksgiving 
day Rev. Dr, Parkhurst, preaahed on " Toe 
Prevailing Lawlessness and its Causes." 
Tho congelation broko into cheering whon 
ho asserted that he was proud of his Puritan 
ancestry and wished thero was a ridge of 
Plymouth Rocka from tho Bat'tory to West 
Chester. Tho sormcm contained some sen- 
sational features, one of whioh was an allu- 
sion to tho Rome boy train wrookers, who, 
ho said should bo tried and hanged within a 
month for tbo good of sooioty. After a dis- 
cussion of tho excise law and tho reoent 
political movements, Dr. Parkhurso said : 

" Io is one of tho most startling and ap- 
palling feutures of the wholo situation that 
there have boon newspapers that, with 
•brazen audacity, have aidod and abetted 
thoso anarchists and oenspiratore ; that for 
sovoralduysin tho week, bosideB extra editions 
have openly vauntod thoir criminal sym- 
pathy with corrupt politicians, annd resorted 
to every conceivable villainous journalistio 
device to make ridiculouB tho officials who 
undertook to do what they sworo they would 
do, and to make reputable criminals who 
trampled on law, who ought to havo been 
treated to a coll and nob to oulogy. Somo of 
theao papors that for montha have mado a 
ateady practico of instigating and aiding 
crime, would, had they been published in 
Berlin havo been confiscated, and their man- 
agers retirod to onforced privacy and a dlot 
of bread and wator. We aro not objeoting 
to liberty of tho press, but wo do decidedly 
object to unlimited license of tho preBa. 
Wo objecb to the issuo of incendiary sheetB 
that make it thoir duty to inflame tona of 
thousands against the exocution of the law, 
fully expressed in the will of the voters of 
this commonwealth. It is clear treason to 
the innermost vitals of tho porformanoo, lb 
Is treason, and involves, liko other actB of 
troason, a grim menace to tho stability and 
permanence of our institutions."

The Snltan and His Cabinet Thru- 
onghly Demoralized— Mussulmans 
Uneasy and Dissatisiled. 



Passage of the Dardanelles Temporar- 
ily Delayed -luatrnctions Anxious 
ly Awaited From London. 



Constantinople, Nov. 20. — Abdul Ha- 
mid appeura to have completely loot hie 
head. The publio service io entirely demor- 
alized, and the cabinot ministers are being 
Borib for at all hours of the day and night. 
Everybody appears to be anxious and wor- 
ried, the ambassadors being as tired us 
everybody elae hore atthn long months of al- 
moat fruitless effort. 

To all appearances patience has ceased to 
bo a virtue. Even those who have been in 
f*vor of the most pacific treatment appear 
to have arrived at the conclusion that noth- 
ing but a show of forco will bring Abdul 
Humid to hia sonaeo, Tho time for diplo- 
matic oxohangea of viows appears to have 
about expired, and everybody here is hourly 
oxpectii.g nowB that the roarshipa of ihe pow- 
ers aro heading for the entrance to tho D»r- 
dandles. The movements of the foreign 
ships aro naturally kepi secret, but it is un- 
derstood that there are quite a numbor of 
warBhipB not fjr from the ontranco to the 
straits, and if tho Sultan doos not allow the 
extra RuoboatB to pass very soon thero will 
be trouble, or all aigna pointing in tho direc- 
tion are erroneous. 

The unyielding attitude of tho Sultan is 
much commonted upon by members of the 
diplomatic corps hero, especially as tho 
powers are asking only for the rights to 
whioh they are entitled under their treaties 
with Turkey, They consider an Increased 
numbor of guardBhlpB absolutely indispen- 
sable, as groator danger to torelgnera exiata, 
and it has not by any moans passed, as the 
Turkish government would try to make the 
powers believe. Some stops have been taken 
to give additional protection to foreignero, 
but the constant receipt of news telling of 
freeh mubBaores of Christians causes the ut- 
most uneasiness, notj only among forelgoerB 
here, but among tho Muesulmuno, who are 
naturally exoited by such events, and whoeo 
fanaticism is being slowly but Burely aroused 
by stealthy reports ; olicalated probably at 
the instance of the palaco advisors of the 
Sultan, that the powers aro desirous of mak- 
ing a naval demonstration in these waters, 
and, by doing so, insult tho Sultan by ignor- 
ing hia authority and assuming to look with 
cor tempt on histfforts to maintain ordor. 

It will thus bn Been that tho Mussulmans 
here may be tecrotly aroused to making a 
demonstration when the extra warships 
enter tho Bjsphorue, and la order to avoid 
this as much as possible it is underatocd that 
the extra guordboa'.B will, If circumstances 
will porcnit, come in bingly and at intervals. 
In short, thero are serious fears of furcher 
trouble in the city, end the ambassadors be- 
lieve that it can only be avoided by an extra 
Bhow of force hore, and that, in any oaso. re- 
inforcements aro necessary in order in in- 
sure the safety of tho foreigners of Con- 
stantinople. Tho ambasaadora hold further 
Dhat submission to tho caprices of the palace 
f fficials would bo a serious mistake upon tho 
part of the powers. They are anxiously 
awaiting final instructions from their gov- 
ernments to proceed to reinforce the guard- 
ships hero without tho Sultan's consent, 
which means that tho foreign fijeb will be 
called upon to escort the extra gunboats 
through the straits of Uardanollea, even if a 
bombardment of the forta ashore is necea 
aary to aooomplioh tho taak. 

It 1b bolieved that either the Sultan or 
tho British ambassador, Sir Philip Currie, 
must give in within the next twenty-four 
hours or trouble will follow. Abdul Hamid 
has completely lapsed into lethargy, not a 
sign remaining of the energy which resulted 
from tho assembling of the fleets of tho 
powers as a preliminary to a naval demon- 
stration whioh may now be said to bo taking 
place at Salonica and Smyrna. Tho Sultan, 
under tho ii-fluence o! the palace party, led 
by Izztt Bey, still declines to grant the per- 
mission asked for by the representatives of 
Great Britain, Russia, Italy and Austria, 
for the passage of oxlra guardahlpe through 
the Dardanelles. On Tuesday last Tewfik 
Pasha, Turkish minister for foreign affairs, 
poraonally assured Sir Philip Currie that 
the Porto would grant permission immedi- 
ately. It would Boom that while the Turk- 
ish ministers are apparently in favor of 
granting the pormibsion, the palace party, 
valis, priests, chamberlains and others, who 
are tho real advisora of Abdul Hamid, are 
opposed to it aB calculated to lower the 
dignity of the Sultan. On tho other hand, 
the Mussulmans point out that the advent 
of extra warships would bo nothing less 
thin a warlike demonstration before Con- 
stantinople Thio Ib the dangoroua feature 
of the affiir. 

Sir i'nilip Currie, whon aaaured that the 
permib would bo forthcoming, promptly tele- 
graphed to the admiral In command df the 
British Mediterranean tquadroo, instruct- 
ing him to dispatch a guuuoit to the Dard- 
anelles, to be uaod in the Boaphorus as an 
extra guardohip at the disposal of thj Brl*.

torppdo gunboat Dryad, 1,070 uav c 
four 7 inoh quick. tiring and four (i (n.ui.(lsi 
quick-firing guns, wub dispatched to tho 
Djrdanellea, and la expected to arrive at 
Charakkalo thiB evening, and paaa right on 
to the Bosphorue, but the permieaion to pise 
the Dirdanolles h >s not been given, thus 
putting Sir Philip Currie in a somewhat em- 
barrassing position, from which ho must 
eithor rotiro by ordering away tho Dryad or 
inaint that sho bo allowed to paBB in. 

The Sultan is shown to be in a statu of 
the greatest agitation at the news that the 
extra British gunboat is making for tho 
Dardanelles. Tewfik Pueha was sent for at 
midnight, and an exciting interview took 
place, during which the Sultan bitterly and 
tearfully reproaohed Tewfik Pasha, who 
tried to jtiatify himself by recalling that tho 
granting of permission had boon agreed up- 
on in substance, and that ho informed Sir 
Philip Currie, whon that ambassador Bent 
an urgent moaaagp, that it waa imposBlblo to 
issue tho permit, as it wou'.d ouae rioting 
in Constan'inople j thabllie powers lllould 
be ooutont with tho moasures taken by tho 
government to maintain ordor, and not try 
to hampor the authorities by making demon- 
strations likely to undo the good ho, Abdul 
Hamid, waa endeavoring to do. 

Abdul Hamid then sent Tewfik to Sir 
Phillip Currio, with instructions to do every 
thing poaaiblo to induce the ainbaaaador u> 
countermand tho ordor for the gunboat. Sir 
Pnlllp Currie, however, refused, and re- 
minded his visitor that Groit Britain was 
acting entiroly within her treaty rights and 
npon tho assurance that tho Porte nad de- 
cided to grant permission for extra gunboats 
to pass through tho Dardanelles. Tewfik 
announced to tho Sultan the failure of his 
mission. The latter, it is said, drove Tewfik 
from his presence with fierce rcvllings.

and reached the apartments of the Sultan 
after 1:30 a.m. Abdul Hamid besought 
him to spare no effort to induco tho British 
ambassador to order the recall of the 
Dryad. Tho ambassador finally consented 
to placo tho whole matter, at that Into hour, 
once more before his government and await 
further instructions. This morning tho 
British ambassador is awaiting a reply from 
London, and the Turkish officials believe 
that tho Marquis of Salisbury may Instruct 
Sir Philip Currie to send the Dryad away 
from tho Dirdanolles.

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ITALY'S POLICY 

In Accord With the Powers on the Turkish 
Question— Defence of Anti-Socialist 
Law. 

ROME, Nov. t!'J — Last night, in tho cham- 
bur of deputies, Premier Criapi and Baron 
Blanc, minister of foreign affairs, made im 
portant announcomonta regarding Italy's 
internal and foreign policy, and especially 
her policy towarda Turkey. The premier 
defended at length the anti socialist laws, 
and asserted>that, in practice, socialism dif- 
fered littlo from anarohy. Although the 
public seourity was not ideal it was improv- 
ing. Tho Vatican now enjoyed greater free- 
dom. Tho revival of Catholio activity 
thioughout a great part of the world, ho 
argued, waa a matter for aerioua consider- 
ation, showing that liberty existed permit- 
ting religious sooietiea to be reconstructed 
on a more solid baaiB. Regarding Turkey, 
tho promior stated that he was confident the 
poace would not be disturbed. If it were 
disturbed, however, Italy would see her 
rights safeguarded. 

Baron Blano denied that Italy had at- 
tempted any isolated aotion on the Turkish 
question, and assorted that her endeuvors 
had beon direoted to oonvorting concerted 
action by throe powers into certain aotion 
by six powers. While tho European equa- 
tion wao good, the condition of affiira in tho 
Turkish provinces remained troubled. "The 
Porte will commit on error," Baron Blano 
conc'uded, "if he thinka that the present 
situattuu am bo aolved by diplomatic 
descriptions of past events. When we are 
fjee tu face with the atrocious dec's that 
havo provoked univorBil horror, ai I with 
the poril of latent onarohy loading to .n out- 
break at any moment, Europe cannot leave 
horaelf exposed." Continuing Baron Blano 
said that each foroign Equadron in Turkish 
waters was a door to open to civilization 
and beneficent influences thoao obHouro 
regiona where raoea were atill deprived of 
the guarantcee promiaed by Turkey to 
Europe , 

THE POPE. 

Ills Holiness Not Indifferent to the Distress 
of the Armenians— Almost in Ills 
Usual Health. 

Rome, Nov. 29. — Tho Popo during tho 
courao of hia allocution to-day at the secret 
consistory whon tho new oardinals wero 
created dwelt upon the gravity of tho aitua- 
tion in Turkoy and added that the Holy Soe 
waa nob indifferent to the dlatress of the Ar- 
menians, but desired to Bee the various peo- 
ples of the Ottoman empire governed upon 
principles of e-juality and equity. It was 
noticed that Hia Holiness had somewhat 
recovered from hlB recent indisposition und 
was in almost his usual health. Ho received 
tho Noble Guard yesterday and notified the 
prelates who had beon ohosen for tho eleva- 
tion to tho cardinalate of their nomination.

them by the aotlon of persona over wbcm 
they have no control. Bat when it was 
onoe made olear that tbey must take action 
with regard to it they did not shrink from 
the duty, difficult and unpleasant as they 
knew it to be, whioh under the 
Constitution they were obliged to per- 
form. They took the course which 
the Constitution pointed out for them. They 
did not swerve from that course in the 
slightOBt degree. It can easily bo under- 
stood that if the question oan be settled at 
all satisfactorily without their further inter- 
ference and the interference of parliament, 
they will gladly do all that they oan to 
promote such a settlement. This la how the 
matter now stands. It remains entirely 
with thoManitobi Government whether or 
not the sohool question can be tetbled with- 
out the Interposition of the Federal auth- 
ority. 

YOUTHFUL DEPRAVITY. 



THB SITUATION. 

A good deal has of late been writton about 
the Manitoba school question, but there does 
not appear to be the slightest change in the 
situation with regard to it. The Govern- 
ment of Manitoba occupies precisely the 
same position on the quostion as it did when 
the Provinaial Legislature waB prorogued. 
It Is said by a number of persons, all of 
them irresponsible and unauthorized, that 
the Government of Manitoba la prepared to 
make a compromise, that it Is willing to 
grant concessions to the minority whioh 
would place them in pretty much the same 
position aB they would be in if the much 
abused and greatly misrepresented remodial 
order had been favorably received and its 
terms oompllod with. But it is to be feared 
that this is a mere surmise made by some 
poace-loving politician or journalist. So 
far, Mr. Greenway has been silent on the 
subjeot, and the attitude of his newspaper 
organ is still uncompromising. 

There are, however, many porsons in 
Manitoba who ardently desire to see thia 
troublesome business amicably and satisfac- 
torily settled. They believe that this oan 
be done wibhoub any sacrifice of principle on 
either side. These persona see that the 
people of Manitoba inour a very great re- 
sponalbility and will be in no respeob bet- 
tered if they pormit their aohool queatlon 
to become a mattor of Federal conoern. Ib 
would be far better, they think, to take 
stops to meet the wishes of the minority 
than to foroe the Federal Parliament to 
enact an education law for Manitoba. It is 
beginning to be Been and to bo acknowledged 
that the right of Manitoba to legislate in 
the mattor of eduoation la not 
absolute and unreatrlotod, and that 
under certain olroumatanoea it ia 
both the right and the duty of the Fed- 
eral Parliament to interfere in the educa- 
tional affairs of their province. This the 
Manitoba Free Preaa, whioh has all along in 
a moderate but a firm way opposed federal 
interference, freely admita. In ita iBsue of 
the 25th, in an artiole on the aohool ques- 
tion, ib says : "Let us nob deooive ourselves, 
therefore, in this matter. Parliament has 
the right to Interfere, and the Government 
that cont.-olo Parliament says that unless a 
oottlomont shall bo oonoluded In the mean- 
time it will intorfore. There iB 
dangor that Interference will prove prolific 
of ovUb of whioh no man oan forotoll tho con- 
sequences. Wo are ready enough to blame 
tho Federal Government for tho trouble that 
throateDB us, and that ib would he largely 
responsible tho Froo Press ab loaBt has freely 
ohargod ; bub Ib it quite certain that no 
blamo would attach to oursolvos as citizens 
of the Province moBb deoply affected ? 
Would ib nob ba tho part of wlBdom to clear 
our own skirts of blame or responsibility? 
■ • • Bub haa Manitoba no duty to per- 
form in the premises? Have wo only 
to sit down quietly under tho situa- 
tion and take what oomeB, making 
no effort to reaoh a settlement and promis- 
ing consolation to ourselves in the violonoe 
of our protests of tor the evil has been com- 
mitted ? This may auit the presonb genera- 
tion, but posterity will likely accuse us of 
negligence or somobhing worse if we do 
nobbing to proboob interests bhab are even 
more tholra than our own. ■ ■ Wo 

urgo again as a proteoblon duo to tho Prov- 
inoe that our Legislature bo oonvened to 
glvo such relief as will romovo all pretext 
for interference ab Ottawa. This wo oan do 
without offence bo our dignity or solf-re- 
spoob." 

It is to be hopod that sensible and moder- 
ate oounael like this will prevail in Manitoba. 
Tho position of tho Dominion Government 
is such as will make any atepa which the 
Manitoba Government may take towarda a 
fiir and reasonable compromise easy and 
pleuaant. They have, in foob, mado the 
first advances. (They have nob willingly 
undertaken to deal with tho Manitoba 
gohool queatlon. Ib haa been forced upon 



A great deal la said in these days about 
youthful depravity, and orimes are com- 
mitted by boya and girls which appear to 
justify tho oonsurea and the lamentations of 
those who deplore and condemn tho wloked- 
nesa of the youth of the present day. But 
there ia a good deal bo be considered before 
ib can bo admibtod that the youDg people of 
the present generation are in any respeob 
worse than the young people of past genera- 
tions. 

For ono thing we live in an ago of great 
publicity. Everything ia known by every- 
body. A crime committed by a youth in 
theso days is telegraphed to bho ends of the 
oarth, and men and women of many nations 
read ail about ib. The newspapora of to-day 
contain a reoord of tho Crimea committed in 
nations whoso populations aggregate hun- 
dreds of millions. On this oontinenb alone tho 
news collootors gather news for over seventy 
millions of people. In tho days of our fath- 
ers the area of publicity was very mnoh 
narrower. The newspaper reading public was 
muoh Bmaller and tho news collectors n.uoh 
fewer in number than thoy are now, and 
greatly lods enterprising. Naturally the 
crimes committed in a population of say 
fifty millions must be fewer than the crimes 
committed in a population of a hundred 
millions. And then when the greater 
enterprise of the news caterer of to-day, to 
say nothing of hia more aotlve and more for 
tile imagination, ia compared with the alow 
and olumBy methods of the news-mongers 
of past generations, it will be seen even if 
juvenile orimo and youthful depravity are 
no greater In these days than tbey were, say 
fifty years ago, when the old men and wo 
men of to-day were bays and girls, a very 
great deal more is heard about them, and 
they will consequently appear to be greater 
and more general. We have a notion, if 
fair comparison could be made, ib would be 
found that the youth of the present day are 
no worse In any respeob than the youth of 
other daya In the distant past. 

Although we are reluotant to judge the 
boys and girls of our own time harshly and 
to make comparisons unfavorable to them 
with the boya and girls of former genera 
tions, we aro quite free to oonfoBS that both 
our boyB and our girls could bo and ought 
to be a good deal better than they 
are. Children In these dayB are nob 
ao strictly brought up and are not 
treated with auoh sovoriiy aB the children in 
the time of our fathers and grandfathers, 
They have muoh more freedom and con' 
aequently the observer has far better oppor 
tunities of seeing them aB they really are. 
ThlB may lead him, If he la at all prejudiced 
in favor of old times, to form harsh judg- 
ments of them. Bub this greater freedom 
ia in our opinion a good thing for the young, 
though hero again we are forced to admit ib 
is often abused. Bub ohildren have bhoir 
rights. They should nob be continually ro- 
pressed. They should nob bo under per- 
petual restraint. They should be allowed 
to be natural and their faculties permitted 
bo develop freely. We do not think that 
severity bordering upon oruolby has a ten- 
dency to make young people strong minded 
or to promote their moral growth. 

But on tho other hand' Injudicious indulg- 
ence woakens the character and gives evil 
propensities a chanao to grow. This we 
think is tho great fault of tho modern ays- 
bom of rearing ohildren, Thoy in too many 
oases early acquiro a contempt for parental 
authority. They booome tho masters and 
tho miatroaoos of the household and often 
tho most intolerable of tyrants. Ib is not 
surprising that children whoso every whim 
is deferred to, whoso faults are not oheoked 
and who do not know what discipline is, 
turn out badly. It would bo rather sur- 
prising if they turned out woll. In Amorioa 
tho laxity of parental rule and tho tyranny 
of children aro muBb observable and lb is in 
Amorioa that wo hear most about youthful 
dopravlty. Bub there aro already Indioa* 
tlons of a change for bho bobtor. Paroats 
are beginning bo assert thomsolvos, and ib ia 
to bo hopod bhey will generally soon be con- 
vinced that there Ib a golden medium in 
housohold rule between cruel sovority and 
weak lndulgenoo, which is conducive to 
hoalbhy development in morals aB well as to 
physical well-being. We trust that the 
cenBoro of the next generation will not feel 
thomeelvoB justified in attributing tho Crimea 
and tho vloos of youth to tho carolosB and 
the foollBh way in whioh thoy wore brought

Aa good bread, bisouit and cake are made 
in Viotoria aa can be tamed out of any 
establishment in the Dominion. Why buy 
the imported articles when ae good are made 
ab home? There are people who imagine 
that goods brought from abroad are necea- 
sarily better than those made at home, and 
they are thunderstruck when they see— as 
waa aeon at the exhibitiona held here and 
in other parts of the province — woik that 
compares favorably with any that oan ba 
turned out in the older and what are con- 
sidered the more favored oltleB of the Do- 
minion. Machinery mado in Viotoria will 
oompare, aa to abrength and finish) most 
favorably with artloles of a almilar nature 
made elsewhere. Tho boota and 
ahoea manufactured in British Col- 
umbia faotories and workshops are 
highly esteemed, and they deserve 
the reputation they have gained. The pro- 
ducts of tho British Columbia pottery are all 
good of their several kinds, and this home 
industry woll deserves the patronage of 
Britiah Columbians in all parte- of the Pro- 
vince. British Columbia workers in wood, 
Iron, leather and oloth are as skilful as any 
of their contemporaries anywhere, and are 
deserving of the patronDge of tho people of 
tho Provino-j. They are all doing their best 
bo keep up tho reputation of the Province, 
an! thoy all spend their money within ita 
borders, and consequently ought to bs 
patronised in preforenoo to strangers living 
at a distance, who have no Interest In the 
Province, and who do nothing directly to 
promote its welfare,

The Scotsmen of Victoria Usher lit In 
at a Grand Banquet at the 
Drlard. 

Exchange of Sentiment With Brithers 
the Land O'er -Toasts of the 
Evening. 

St. Andrew's day, dear to all Scotsmen, ia 
honored tho world o'er by tho ohildren of 
the heather. Indeed, so eager were the 
Soota of Victoria to do honor to their patron 
Burnt thxt the St. Andrew's and Caledonian 
Society hold their annual banquet at the 
Driard on St. Androw'a eve, bo that they 
might keop the feas:t up long and merrily, 
and not have to olose at midnight, as would 
havo been the oaao had they waited till to- 
night. It would not have done at all to cur 
tail an affair that is always one of the great 
festive events of the yoar, and great pre- 
parations had been made to muko the occa 
aion, if poealblo, more brilliant than usual. 
Many prominent publio men were Invited as 
gueats of the hospitable society, which once 
a year gathera together in foativo mood in 
honor of tho old land of their anoeators, to 
reoall the traditions of tho land of the 
heather and sing and toaab the name of 
Scotland.

The toaab of " The Queen " wbb drunk 
with all honors. 

" Tho President of the United StateB " 
was propoaed by Mr J. H. Falconer. 

General Robarta, C S, aonaul, reBpondod 
in an eloquent speech. It was, he said, 
with feelings of pride and ploaeure that ho 
responded to the toasb of "The President 
of tho United States." He spoke of tho 
good feelings existing between the two 
oountriea and hoped that such a happy aiato 
of things would alwaye continue. He 
touohed upon tho great men who 
had held tho post of President from 
George Washington down, and speaking 
of hia own military aorvico with tho South 
naid a glowing tribute to General Robert E. 
Leo under whom ho had aerved. The state- 
ment that the South fought for slavery he 
branded aa false. It was bocauae the South 
telt themselves aggrieved, lb was nob for 
Blavery they fought. Ho spoke of his own 
descent from an English family ; though a 
good American he was proud of his descent. 

After a song by Mr. A, C. Martin, Mr. 
Falooner, the vice-president, read a tele- 
gram from Nanaimo St. Andrew's and 
Caledonia Society, " Its a stoy brao but we 
Boa the tap near naur " 

"Tho Governor General" and "The 
Lieub. Governor of British Columbia " were 
proposed by Mr. H. Dallas Helmcken, seo- 
ond vioe-preaident, who in doing so referred 
with pride to Canada and the feelings of 
patriotism which Canadians bore to this 
grand country and the Empire at large. 

" The Army, Navy and Volunteers " waa 
proposed by Cipt. John Irving in an amns- 
ing and happy manner. 

Tbia brought Lt. -Col. Prior to hla feot. 
The British army waa numerically Bmall 
compared to European armies, bub small aa 
ib was ib waa never found wanting when 
there was work to do. And in that army 
the feather bonneta of the Soota regiments 
were always to the fronb. When the roso, 
the thistle, tho shamrock and the maple 
leaf stood together they could defy tho 
armies of the world. (Applause.) To the 
Navy he gave a meed of praiae, and the 
Canadian volunteera were then touched on, 
the speaker hoping that in Victoria the peo- 
ple would give the young men who joined 
tho foroe the encouragement they deserved. 
The band of the B.C.B O A., too, the beat 
that had ever been in Vioboria, should re- 
ceive all the patronage and encouragement 
whlah the citizens oould soo their way clear 
to bestow. (Applause ) 

" Tho day and all who honor it," was pro- 
posed by Mr. J. L. ForreBtor, who at the 
oamo time drew attention to the objects of 
tho sooloty — to suooor tho distressed. Mr. 
Forreotor alao sang " Sootland Yet." 

Tho land we left and tho land wo live 
ln"waB proposed by tho preBident, Mr. J. 
G. Brown, and as a response Mr. W. Muir 
aaog "Sootland Vet." 

Next came tho "Dominion Parliament 
and tho Logialature of B. C," whioh Mr. J. 
L. Forrestor proposed, coupling with it tho 
namos of Mr. T. E*rlo M.P., Lieut. -Col. 
Prior M.P., and Hon. J. H. Turner, premier 
of tho province. 

Mr. Eirlo, for tho Dominion Parliamonb, 
olaimod for ib the desire to do what was boot 
for the interests of Canada. (Applauao.) 
What was done ic tho paab was a mutter of 
hlatory, and for tho future ho had tho 
greatest confidenoo aa Canada bad a consti- 
tution whioh was fully adequate to fulfil 
what it waa designed to do. It waa tho 
finest constitution and government on tho 
face of the earth. (Applause.) 

Lt. Col. Prior roeponded to tho toasb with 
tho greatest pleasure because ib was for tho 
whole parliament rogardlosa of aides. Ho 
echoed Mr. Earle'a words and briefly re- 
turned thanks for tho toaat. 

Tho Premier was greeted with livoly ap- 
plause as ho rose to apeak for the provlnao. 
Ho would aay at onco that ho sincerely 
thanked them for the honor and tho hearty 
munuer in whioh the toast had been re- 
ceived. The legislature of British Columbia 
was aa importanb to the province ae tho 
Houso of Commons to tho Dominion. To- 
night ho represented both aidoa of the houso 
Mid ho bollovod that whatever party wore 
In power they would do their best for the 
progroBB of the province aocording to tholr 
HghcB. (Applauao.) As for the Dominion 
houao ho had no hesitation in saying that ho 
believed that tho government in powerto day 
was the boab for the country. (Applauso.) 
As for B. C. there must be differences of 
opinion between tho parties, but ha was 
proud thab the logialature had in epito of 
much defamation pub tho province in tho 
highoBb position financially ib had over hold 
in Greab Britain. (Applauao.) Hobolievod 
in sontlmont helping on patriotism, and ho 
believed In giving this ocntlmonb in tho pub- 
lic schools, and the result of this was to 
bring up tho ohildron to be true patriots 
not only of tho provinoe and tho 
Dominion, but of that Greater Britain 
of whioh C.tnada formed a part. He then 
went on to speak of the prominent place 
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Sootamen held in the empire and olosod by 
laughingly saying that if he wore nob Eng- 
lish he would noxt prefer to be u Scotsman. 
(Applsuae. ) 

" I Fear no Foe," was mng in oapibai atyle 
style by Mr. Fisher before the next toast. 

Replies from Vanoouver and Winnipeg to 
tho society's greetings were received during 
the evening and read as followa : 

From Winnipeg — Your fino oounsel will 
obey. In the observance ef St. Andrews 
day Aberdeen and brither Scorn unite In 
wishing Victoria Saota a merry nioht. 

From Vancouver— We'll mind yer guld 
advice, tak tent to it yeraels ; may yo a hue 
fortune still ; halebreeka, aaoone an whisky 
gill ; a blithesome nioht tae ye. 

Ao original poem waa read by the bard, 
Mr. Jamea DeanB, in honor of the nlghr, and 
tremendous applause greoted the worthy 
bird's pnetio iffort. 

Lettera of regret for inability to bo pre- 
sent were read from Chief Ruaaell of tho Sir 
Wm. Wallaoo Soolty, Admlrul Stephonaon, 
Mayor Teague, A. St. G. Flinb president of 
the Sona of Erin, Col. Rawatorne, and 
Ltout.-Govornor Dawdnoy. 

"The Clergy and Medloal Profession" 
was proposed by Mr. J. R. Carmichael. 
Rev. Dr. Campbell made a vory wibty reply 
for the Clergy, intorBporaod with comioal 
anecdotes. 

Mr. Robs Monro having favored tho com- 
pany with " Father O'FIyon," Dr. G. L. 
Milne and Dr. Georgo H. Duncan responded 
for the Medical proteeaion. 

Mr. W. Temploman propoaed " The Benoh 
and Bar," paying a compliment to the 
ability and Integrity of judges and lawyers. 

Mr. E. V. Bodwell In replying spoke of 
tho dignity of the profession and tho high 
standard of othics that lt upheld. A spirit 
of true brotherly kindnesa imbuod the mem- 
bers of tho profession, and, as Shakespeare 
aaid, though " they strive in court, thoy eat 
and drink as friends. He Bpoke of the 
trend of legal learning, and advancement in 
these days waa to do away more and more 
with technicalities and to exercise greater 
broadnesa and liberality.

Take $10,000 to Make Good. 

A special Ottawa dispatch of yesterday 
to the Colonist announces that the De- 
partment of Marine haa been informed that 
it will ooat quite §10,000 to make good the 
damage done to the Qaadra by the recent 
grounding on Fulford reef. Whether this 
aum la supposed to inoludo tho cost of floating 
the steamer and bringing her baok to port Ia 
nob Bpeoifjed in the telegram.

SEMIANNUAL MEETING. 

The Board of Horticulture Completes a Busy 
Week's Work— Five Days In Session. 

The oeml-annual mootlDg of the Provin- 
cial Boaid of Horticulture, which has been 
In session slnoo Monday, rdjaurned last 
evening to meet again during the next Bit- 
ting of the legislature. Monday was de- 
voted to tho consideration of oorrcapoudonco, 
coming now from the different AuBtralasion 
oolonies, South Af ioa, the Eastern prov- 
inces and Beveral of tbo Amorioan atateB. 
Agricultural reports and bulletins are re- 
ceived from all these Bonrct a, containing the 
latest information available. 

The second day'fl session was taken up 
with quarantine mattora and tho comparing 
of notea on tho progresa of horticulture in 
British Columbia. It was found that fruit 
growing had receivod a great impetus of 
late and that there had been general com< 
pliance with the horticultural and quaran 
lino regulation on the part of those on 
gagod in tho industry. There had been no 
complaints made to the board from any 
source regarding tho operation of tho quar- 
antine regulations, and therefore no ohangoa 
in them were oonaldored to be ne ccBsary 
The five horticultural distrlota in the pro- 
vince having been mapped out, it waa de- 
cided that in oaoh of theae meetings should 
be held at which lectures will bo given on 
fruit-growing, with particular attention to 
p!antiogaiid priming. Tho only dlfiioully 
the board hue to contend with le financial, 
but the most possible is made of the pro- 
vincial government grant. To Fruit In- 
spector Palmer's disoreotueas andgcoi judg- 
ment tho board attributes the harmony of 
feeling among tho fruit growora of the pro- 
vince. The Inspector they regard as a most 
valuablo officer welcome everywhere and 
always ready to impart useful information. 

Tae third day'a soaalcn of the board waa 
apmb discussing the varieties of fruit boat 
adapted to the oountry lying eaao of the 
Cascades— where tho hardiest varietlea are 
required— and that lying woBt of the same 
great landmark. General business came up 
for transaction at the fourth day's session 
and yesterday oommittees wore appointed 
to consider legislation and the general affairs 
of the board. Mombera of the provincial 
executive were present during the meslioge.

Ho re- 
turned homo at 4 o'clock yesterday morning, 
worn out apparently, but perfectly dry 
This latter circumstance was noted as 
peculiar, it having boon raining bard, and 
Sue Gin wis asked for an explanation. 

" Tho spirit protected me from tho r&iu," 
he said in his own tongue. Then ho gave hu 
explanation of his abrupt departure from 
among his associates. He had been watch- 
ing 'ho great banquot in Cormorant streol 
oa Wednesday night, he Bald, when a spirit 
c»lled to him and ho had to follow. The 
spirit led him on and on, and ho was forced 
t) follow; he noticed it tho time that 
though tho rain was falling fast not a drop 
touched hlmeelf or hia garmonta. 

The spirit kept him all diy and all his en 
treaties to bo allowed to return to hiB home 
woro refused. Finally his phantom jiiler 
and guido informed him that his head (i. o 
his life) belonged to him, and that if he 
promised to give his lifo ho might rotum to 
hia houso. The assuranco was given and 
Loo Suo Gin returned to his cabin on Cor- 
morant Btreot. List evening he mixed the 
oontenta of a largo tin of opium with hli 
evoning meal ; a e overy particle of the com 
pound — and died. 

His filouds, in viow of tho faot fiat Leo 
Sue Gin refused to discloso the identity of 
h a spirit captor, are ioclinod to the belief 
Gnat his "vision" waa an example of men- 
bil derangement not at all uncommon in 
China — by which a peraon having done an- 
o her any grievous injury is haunted by tho 
spirit of the party wronged until he finally 
gives hia life In atonement.

Why the Porte Refuses the Firman 
to Allow Passage of tbe 
Dardanelles. 

London, Nov, 29, — The Chroniole'e Con- 
stantinople correspondent Bays: " Palaoe 
friends report that the Sultan la drinking 
heavily during tho past few days, which 
doos not tend to improve hia mental condi- 
tion. He shows elgna of yielding to the de- 
mand for additional dospatoh boats. " 

The Vienna correspondent of the Standard 
sayB that the Sultan'd refusal of the firmans 
for tho passage of the . guardahipa through 
the Dardanelles was duo to hia knowledge of 
a temporary disunion agalnBt the powers 
whioh, it ia added, has now been removed. 
This correspondent also quotes a Con- 
stantinople despatch to tho Politisohe which 
acousos Lord SaWtbury of a breaoh ol con- 
fidence in reading the Sultan's letter to him 
in pub ic. 

The Daily Nowb' Constantinople corre- 
spondent aayB : All tho powers remain 
united, and have refused tho Porte'a request 
for a withdrawal of their demanda for tho 
passago of tho additional guardahipa. 

A Constantinople dispatch to the Times 
aaya that tho diplomats appear less confi- 
dent of carrying their point as to tho admis- 
sion of a second guardship of each of the 
powers into the Dardanelles. " The Sultan 
Booms to consider," the correspondent of the 
Times continues, " that tho faot that suoh a 
small concession is demanded proves that 
the powers aro not in agreement on the sub 
jeot and that ho is therefore safe In 
refusing tho firman. Should the Sultan's 
opposition prevail Christiana and foreigners 
will be placed in a position of groat danger 
Said Pasha again visited all tbe ambassadors 
in an endeavor on behalf ot the Sultan to 
dissuade them from insisting upon the ad- 
mission of tho second guardship." 

Advious received at Home from Conatan 
tinople atate that fresh massaorea have oo 
curred in Aintab, on the mountain slope of 
Mount Taurus and about aixty miles north- 
east of Aleppo. Tbe oonditlon of panic con 
tinuoB. At Tiflie, in the Russian trans 
Caucasus, it ia announced from E. zeroum 
thac tho Turkish government haa appointed 
a oommieBlon, including some esteemed Ar 
menlanB who have boen robbed in the course 
of tho roconb disorders. The government, 
it la reportod, has also agreed to appoint a 
commission to assist nody Armenians with 
bread ard moneys 

Tho Timea publishes a dispatoh from 
Julfa Persia, which aaya : " Many Armen- 
ian villages between tho Persian borderB 
and the oity of Van have baen deatroyed by 
tbo Hamidian cavalry. They probably num 
ber forty-six, although the relugees give the 
nami a of many moi e All reports agree that 
the Hamidian cavalry are raiding tho entire 
provinoe of Van, with horrible atrocities 
Many women have been carried off to the 
mountains. Tho oity of Van ia the only 
plaoo lefb untouched by the Kurds, who are 
oarryirg off quantities of Bheep and cattle 
from the destroyed villages. 

The Speakei's Constantinople correspond 
ent thinks that t en thousand p raona have 
been killod in a doz >n different towna within 
a week, and that this is probably an under 
estimate, while the work of destruction Btlll 
continues. " All the massacres are the 
deliberate work of the palace government," 
this correapondont affirms "and tho simple 
object is to oxtermlnato the Christians."

ACCIDENT OB SUICIDE. 

Opinions Differ as to the Tragic Death of 
Mr. George WMUcrofc of Georgetown. 

The ateatner Danube, which arrived from 
the North yesterday, brought to Victoria 
the first intimation that had been received 
here of tbe tragic death of a prominent 
Northern business man, Mr. George Willis- 
oroft of Georgetown, on the Skeena. Mr. 
WiUIsoroft had been a resident of tho pro- 
vince airco tho early sixties, had been iden- 
tified with almost) every Industry incidental 
to the development of the industrial re 
sources of tho North, and waa a man of 
cheerful, hopeful disposition as well as con- 
siderable property. Henca lb is that very 
general Eurprlse was expressed hore when 
tho news first gained oiiculation yeatorday 
that he had committed euioide, by taking 
a largo dose of oarbolio acid on Friday of 
last week. 

That tho terrible corrosive waa self- 
administered with suicidal intent Is the con- 
clusion drawn by the majority of the 
Danube's passengers who receivod tho news 
at Simpson. Captain Myers does nob, how- 
over, endorse this theory, and believes that 
the fatality waa the result of pure acoident. 
Mr. Willisorofb had been worried consider- 
ably over business affairs, ho Bays, and hud 
been drinkiog rather freely in consequocco ; 
under Buch circumstances lb ia hiobu proba- 
blo that he got hold of tho poison in mis- 
take. 

On tho othor hand Mr. Willisoroft's Inti- 
mate friends and those identified with him 
in businoea are sum that ho was not badly 
pressed for mousy, although tho rocent 
seizure of his ateamer, tho Nell, caused him 
considerable worry and not a little exponae. 
Something besides business worry waa neces- 
sary, thoy Bay, to drive George WUlisoroft 
to either eu-'cldo or drink. 

And thia something they believe to have 
b jen family trouble lb is stated in oon- 
neotion thab long yours ago, when Mr. WU- 
lisoroft came West to try his fortunes, ho 
left a wifo and family In Bruce county, On 
barlo. He had heard from one of hia daugh 
terB In the East very recently, sho being In 
need of his assistance, and this letter, they 
beliovo, was a cause of much mental anxiety. 

Tho lato Mr. Willisorofb had played a 
prominent part during tho last thirty years 
in the salmon canning, trading and lumber- 
ing industries of tbe North, being at the 
time of bis death owner of the well known 
Georgetown mills, near Port Simpson, where 
a wif i and family now reside. Two brothers 
are also living In this provinoe, one being a 
resident of Union and another of thia city,
